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FAKE IDS, HACKING A BUDDY’S 
TEXTS ARE JUST A CLICK AWAY

Want to fool merchants with a 
fake ID? Hack someone’s text 
messages? Or how about tracking 
where your co-workers are, with- 
out their knowing it? 

There’s an app for that. 

The explosion in smartphone 
and tablet applications that en- 
able people to check the weather, 
follow their stocks and play Words 
With Friends has a dark side— 
apps that facilitate questionable if 
not outright illegal behavior. 

Apple’s App Store, for example, 
offers Drivers License software 
that promises “unlimited access to 
realistic-looking licenses” for all 50 
states. Though the phony licenses 
are advertised as entertainment, 
it’s not hard to imagine them be- 
ing used by a minor trying to get 
into a bar or a crook trying to pass 
a bad check.

have pressured companies to re- 
move certain apps, with mixed results. 

Banning apps isn’t a viable option, according to legal experts, 
who say apps enjoy the same kinds of ist Amendment protec- 
tions as books, movies and music. 

That means, in effect, that there are no restrictions on apps 
beyond the self-policing that companies such as Apple and 
Google do to keep dubious products off their sites. 

“The sky’s the limit for developers, and that includes apps 
that may help people break the law,” said Julie Samuels, an attor- 
ney with the Electronic Frontier Foundation in San Francisco, 
which advocates for consumer and privacy rights. “There’s un- 
fortunately the potential for criminality with new technology”

Among the most controversial mobile apps 
are the ones that warn drivers about drunk- 
en-driving checkpoints. 

This year. Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-Nev) and three other senators 
asked Apple, Google and BlackBerry mak- 
er Research in Motion to remove the DUI 
apps from their stores, saying such apps 
made it easier for drunken drivers to evade 
arrest, heightening the danger to other mo- 
torists. 

Research in Motion and Apple complied, 
but Google refused. A Google spokesman 
said the apps did not violate its content 
policy but declined to elaborate. 

Eric Fonoimoana of Hermosa Beach, Ca- 
lif, doesn’t see a problem. The 42-year-old 
real estate agent travels frequently around 
the Southland for work and relies on Phan- 
tomAlert, one of the DUI apps banned by 
the app stores, to ensure a smoother com- 
mute. 

“With unemployment so high, it’s in- 
credible that the government is wasting 
time on smartphone apps,” Fonoimoana 
said. “Sure you can use it for bad purposes, 
but a lot of people just use it to avoid traffic. 
Checkpoints can really clog up the roads.” 

Jan Withers, president-elect of Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving, begs to differ. The 
apps are dangerous, she said, and need to be 
regulated. 

“These are marketed for tipsy drivers to 
evade the police,” she said. “Common sense 
tells us that most or many people who use 
it want to avoid getting arrested for drink- 
ing.” 

Courts have ruled that software code — 
which is what apps essentially are— is free 
speech and protected in much the same 
way as books, movies and music. The Su- 
preme Court, in vigorously defending free 
speech, notably struck down a California 
law last month that banned sales of violent 
video games to minors. 

“There has yet to be a big court case over 
apps, so you cannot say 100 percent that it 
would be protected as free speech,” said Ju- 
lie Samuels, of the Electronic Frontier Foun- 
dation. “But given how the court has ruled in 
the last few years, any law ... regulating apps 
would most likely be struck down.”

It’d be like a CTA 
station— with books 

Two Washington Park community 
groups have a novel idea: Fill a former 
Green Line stationhouse with books. 

The Greater Washington Park Com- 
munity Development Corporation and 
the Washington Park Historical Society 
would like to transform the historic 
Garfield stationhouse into a library and 
community center. 

They want it to become a place for 
residents to view cultural artifacts from 
the neighborhood, check out books, 
access the Internet, wait for transit and 
meet in a safe environment. 

Cecilia Butler, president of the Wash- 
ington Park Advisory Council, presented 
her plan Friday to the CTA board at its 
monthly meeting. The CTA said it would 
meet with Butler, who said she has been 
working on this project for about 15 years 
and spoke to the board about it last year 
as well. 

“It’s needed,” Butler told Going Public 
about the community center. “We in Washington Park, we need com- 
munity pride.” 

The community center also would serve as a tourist spot for infor- 
mation about nearby museums, including the Museum of Science and 
Industry and the University of Chicago’s Oriental Institute and Smart 
Museum of Art, Butler said. 

The stationhouse, on Garfield Boulevard about a block west of 
Washington Park, is no stranger to tourists. It opened for the 1893 
World’s Fair and supplied direct service to the Jackson Park event. 

The house was shuttered and replaced in 2001 with the current Gar- 
field stationhouse, which sees about 1,300 riders on a typical weekday 

The historic house was designated a Chicago landmark in Decem- 
ber 2001 and is one of the oldest intact elevated rail stations in the 
U.S., according to the Commission on Chicago Landmarks. 

Butler isn’t sure how much the renovation would cost but said a 
minimum of $50,000 in community group money has been marked 
for the project. She’s also looking for help from donors. 

“It’s a service we don’t have, so anything positive is always good,” 
Butler said.

MOTHER NATURE CONTINUES TO CRANK 
THE HEAT AS MISERY SPREADS EAST

Chicago isn’t the only city baking in this heat 
wave. 

The National Weather Service put i8 states 
stretching from North Dakota to Texas and 
east to Ohio under a heat warning, watch or 
advisory Monday It said as many 13 deaths 
in the past week in the Midwest could be 
blamed on the effects of the heat. 

When humidity was factored in, the heat 
index made it feel as hot as no degrees in a 
broad swath of the nation. 

“This is unusual,” said Pat Slattery a 
spokesman for the Weather Service. “There’s 
no sugar-coating anything here.” 

The heat is expected to extend its reach 
eastward in the coming week, and ultimately 
cover most of the eastern part of the country 

The Chicago area roasted in slowly ris- 
ing temperatures Monday as the heat index 
topped 100 degrees at Northerly Island and 
outlying weather stations. 


At 4 p.m.. Northerly Island and Chicago 
Executive Airport in Wheeling both recorded 
a temperature of 93 degrees, with a heat index 
of loi. Waukegan recorded 94 degrees, with a 
1 03 -degree heat index. 

Relief still is days away The heat dome that 
has settled over the Midwest should bring a 
hot and sultry week, although passing thun- 
derstorms could briefly temper the swelter- 
ing temperatures. The heat index could reach 
105 degrees Wednesday and Thursday the 
Weather Service warned. 

Since 1990, it has been “quite rare” for the 
heat index to reach the 105-degree mark in 
Chicago, the Weather Service said. 

“There have only been 31 days where the 
heat index officially reached 105 degrees at 
O’Hare International Airport,” the Weather 
Service said in a statement. “To find the last 
hourly observation with a heat index of at 
least 105 in Chicago, one would have to look 
back to 6 p.m. on Aug. 2, 2006.” 



Area residents are advised to drink plenty 
of fluids, stay in air-conditioned rooms, stay 
out of the sun and check up on relatives and 
neighbors. Children and pets should never be 
left in unattended vehicles under any circum- 
stances, because car interiors can reach lethal 
temperatures in a matter of minutes. 

As bad has it has been in Chicago, it was 
worse Monday in Oklahoma City where 
13 state government buildings at the capitol 
were closed after a break in a water main that 
shut off air-conditioning systems. 

Computer systems in Oklahoma’s state 
agencies were turned off and 1,000 employees 
sent home, said spokeswoman Sara Cowden 
of the Department of Central Services. 

“We’re shutting everything down that gen- 
erates heat,” she said. 

The extreme drought afflicting the South- 
west has in recent weeks caused water main 
breaks to quadruple in Oklahoma City to up 
to 20 a day city utility spokeswoman Debbie 
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The water was cool Monday under the Nicholas Melas Centennial Plaza and Fountain on the Chicago River. Wednes- 
day and Thursday are expected to be the hottest days of the week in Chicago, phil velasquez/tribune 


Ragan said. 

The hot weather in the nation’s breadbas- 
ket also posed a threat to farmers’ top cash 
crop, corn, as it enters its key growth stage 
of pollination. The wet spring led to late 
planting of corn, and dry hot weather was 
adding concerns. 

“Right now we are seeing real stress in 
the corn plants,” said Mark White, adviser 
to the Missouri Corn Growers Association. 

In Texas, where a drought has withered 
crops and sparked wildfires, wildlife rescu- 
ers noted that adult deer were abandoning 
their fawns for lack of grass to eat. 

“Nature can be cruel,” animal rescuer 
Karen Maxfield said. 

While the heat wave is serious business, 
some people have kept a sense of humor 
about it. 

In Minneapolis, the Minnesota Twins 


and the Cleveland Indians had a day-night 
doubleheader scheduled for Monday 

“It is blistering out,” one fan, Jeff Ferris, 
said. “Brutal. I’ve probably lost lo pounds 
today— it’s crazy” 

Ironically the teams were making up a 
April contest that was postponed because 
of extreme cold and rain. 

The club stationed water coolers all 
around the stadium and relaxed a rule pro- 
hibiting fans from bringing in their own wa- 
ter bottles. 

“How about that? The afternoon game 
here in loo-plus heat index is the makeup 
game to a game that we had to rain out in 
45-degree spitting rain,” Twins spokesman 
Kevin Smith said. “Only in Minnesota can 
we go to those extremes, but that is the 
name of the game here.”

Lines in the sand 


2 sailors die 
in Mackinac 
boat race

Two experienced sailors died after sud- 
den strong winds flipped their sailboat 
in northern Lake Michigan during the 
Chicago Yacht Club’s Race to Mackinac 
this weekend— the first deaths by acci- 
dent in the race’s 103-year history 

Six of the crew were rescued, includ- 
ing two teenage boys, 15 and 16. 

Mark Morley 51, the skipper of the 
WingNuts, and Suzanne Bickel, 41, both 
of Saginaw, Mich., died of head trauma 
suffered when the boat turned over, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Don Schneider. 

The 35-foot boat was sailing near 
Fox Island, about 13 miles northwest of 
Charlevoix, Mich., when a storm raced 
up, officials and witnesses said. 

“They were ready for the storm, 
they had their sails down,” said Gifford 
Cummings, whose 16 -year-old son, C.J., 
was rescued. “But the wind suddenly 
whipped up. The wind caught one of the 
hulls and flipped it right over.” 

He estimated the gusts at 65 knots, or 
nearly 75 mph. 

Cummings said the crew were all wear- 
ing safety harnesses that secured them to 
the boat. “They’re good when you’re sail- 
ing, but not when the boat capsizes.” 

C.J.’s friend, Stuart Morley 15, was 
able to get out of his harness and free 
Cummings’ son. 

Other crew members were able to cut 
or unclip their safety lines and also make 
it to the overturned hull, Cummings 
said. But the elder Morley and Bickel 
were unable to free themselves. 


Mayor’s recycling plan pits private contractors against city hauiers

City Hall has selected two private garbage 
companies to compete with city workers 
for the job of providing curbside recycling 
in Chicago, and Mayor Emanuel said Mon- 
day he expected the plan to allow for an 
expansion of the long-troubled program. 

This week, contracts will be signed with 
two different vendors to take over a por- 
tion of the recycling pickup services in the 
city Emanuel announced. The city will be 
divided into six service areas, four of which 
will be served by private companies and 
the other two by the city’s Department of 
Streets and Sanitation. 

In six months the city will review the 
program and determine the most cost-ef- 
fective option. 


TENSE RELATIONSHIP 

Emanuel’s move comes as tensions be- 
tween him and labor unions are heating 
up. Members of his administration were 
meeting Monday with labor leaders af- 
ter Emanuel announced last week he is 
laying off up to 625 employees to save 
at least $10 million. 



In Chicago, 240,000 households get 
recycling at a cost of $13.8 million, Eman- 
uel said. Waste Management and Midwest 
Metal Management said they could pro- 
vide the same service for $6.6 million. 

“When it comes to recycling in the city 
of Chicago, Chicago has been a tale of two 
cities. Half has had it and half has not,” 
Emanuel said at a Streets and Sanitation 


Department facility as he stood in front of 
a big blue recycling truck. 

Emanuel said during the trial program, 
recycling service will expand to 20,000 
households in Wicker Park, Bucktown and 
Logan Square. 

Streets and Sanitation employees who 
work in the areas that will be taken over by 
private companies will be shifted to other 
duties in the department. 

The idea of hiring a private contractor 
to take over recycling was set in motion 
months ago by the Daley administration, 
which determined the outsourcing of re- 
cycling could cut costs in half Laborers 
Union Local 1001 took the issue to arbitra- 
tion, but City Hall was given the go-ahead 
to proceed with the effort.

Deadly twist in 
hacking scandai 


LONDON One of the first journalists to 
go on the record and allege phone hack- 
ing at News of the World was found dead 
Monda}^ the British Press Association 
said. 

Sean Hoare, a former News of the 
World employee who said Andy Coulson 
“encouraged” phone-hacking, “was dis- 
covered at his home in Watford, Hertford- 
shire, after concerns were raised about his 
whereabouts,” the press association said. 

“The death is being treated as ‘unex- 
plained, but not thought to be suspi- 
cious,’” the report quoted Hertfordshire 
police as saying. 

The Guardian reported that Hoare had 
recently injured his nose and his foot in an 
accident. It was unclear whether those in- 
juries were linked to his death. 

Hoare had publicly accused News of 
the World of phone-hacking and using 
“pinging”— a method of tracking some- 
one’s cellphone using technology that only 
police and security officials could access — 
according to the New York Times.

The White Sox, on paper, are one of the 
most talented teams in baseball. Unfortu- 
nately, baseball isn’t played on paper. Be- 
sides, if it were, games would probably last 
only a pitch or two before players’ cleats 
completely tore the field apart. 

The Sox should be running away with a 
division that’s easier to win than a stuffed 
animal in one of those crane-claw games. But 
there is hope on the horizon: Dayan Viciedo, 
called by many (me) “The Cuban Babe 
Ruth.” %u might remember him from last 
year when he came up and hit .308 with five 
homers in 104 at-bats as a 21-year-old. This 
year at AAA he’s been even better, putting 
up a .319 average with 16 homers prior to 
Monday’s games. 


I’m not saying he’d lead the Sox on a play- 
off charge, win the rookie of the year award 
and get 3,000 hits this year, although I really 
can’t rule it out. Even his name makes him 
sound like he could be a viUain in “Star Wars.” 
Let him split time vdth Alex Rios, Juan Pierre 
and Adam Dunn until (optimism) they get 
going. Hell, cut him in three pieces and stick 
him in their spots in the lineup and he could 
put up a comparable OPS. 

^t the fact he’s not in the majors exempli- 
fies everything wrong with the Sox. Their 
misguided loyalty keeps them stuck in this not- 
quite-good-enough mode. General manager 
Kenny Wiliams takes gambles on high-end 
players like Jake Peavy Rios and Dunn, and 
Ozzie Guillen feels he needs to stick by these 


guys when it’s clearly not working. 

For a team willing to spend lavishly on a 
guy who doesn’t usually have a functioning 
arm (Peavy), the fact they are almost certainly 
waiting to promote Viciedo to fend off his ar- 
bitration status is laughable. I know baseball 
is a business, but the business of baseball is 
winning. They’re playing a lot better, but they 
aren’t doing everything they can to win. 

If they want to be anything more than the 
perennial contender they’ve been for the 
past couple of years, they need to make some 
changes. They should make the playoffs this 
year. Or they can keep doing what they’re 
doing and not. The Sox are broken. It’s about 
Dayan time to fix it.

Closer to end zone 


NFL, players could have deal in place by Thursday 


The NFL and player representatives continued 
inching ever closer Monday to a new collective bar- 
gaining agreement and to resolving all remaining le- 
gal entanglements between the sides. Barring an un- 
expected snag in negotiations, a new deal could be 
approved Thursday when owners meet in Atlanta. 

“It looks good,” a person with knowledge of the 
talks said late Monday “Hopefully in a couple days, 
we’ll have all this behind us.” 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Arthur Boylan, the federal- 
ly appointed mediator in the longstanding dispute, 
returned Monday from a trip to Ireland. 

He found that the sides had made remarkable 
progress in his absence by agreeing to all the major 
financial issues, as well as a rookie salary structure 
that proved to be the last major stumbling block in 


CBA negotiations. 

The legal issues Monday took center stage, as 
lawyers for the NFL and the players had settlement 
discussions on several fronts. Attorneys are seeking 
to settle an antitrust suit filed against the NFL by 
lo players, including quarterbacks Tom Brady Drew 
Brees and Peyton Manning. The Brady lawsuit was 
joined by several retired players, so any settlement 
talks would include that segment of the lawsuit. 

The sides also are trying to settle a case in which 
the NFL was found to be in violation of the CBA by 
negotiating network TV contracts. Damages from 
that case, which was decided in March by District 
Court Judge David S. Doty could exceed $i billion, 
but resolving the matter would eliminate any sanc- 
tions.
